ment of Germany . 
This seemed 
imp ossib le 
three y ears 
ago. 
If the 
aforementioned 
p rincip les 
are i)u t into p ractice, it will b e du e to 
the Hitler attem p t to get control of Au s­ 
tria. 
Italy and PT'ance want an indep end­ 
ent Au stria more than they su sp ect each 
other. 
In Hitler they hav e a common ob ­ 
ject of distru st. 
In other words, the p olitical relations 
of tlie two nations hav e changed, making 
it easier for them to come to an agree­ 
ment ab ou t arms. This fact illu strates the 
weakness of 
disarmament 
conferences. 
Armies and nav ies are merely sy mp toms 
(» f the real cau ses of war. 
As long as 
the sou rces of international friction are 
ignored, it is fu tile to try to eliminate the 
sv miitoms or ev en redu ce them.
